Jersey Tenants and Consumers League 
this week from the Austin Realty Co. For the hundreds of thousands of families who live in rented apartments in this state, 
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what Mrs. Bradley said was no exaggeration. The agree- 


ment is historic — and it can spread. . 
It is the first. collective bargaining agreement ever 


negotiated in New teem between a statewide tenants’ 


organization and a landlord as large as the Austin Co., 
possibly the biggest single property-owner in Newark’ 
teeming Third Ward. 

It climaxes a‘ five-month rent strike in which the 12 
families. who live at 32 Hillside held solid against law- 
suits, eviction notices and pressure from the Federal Hous- 
ing Expediter’s office. 

Tt calls for: . 

1. Rent reductions of 12 and 12% percent on all 
apartments, “Tenants who were paying $50 a month will 
now pay $44, Families who paid $40 will pay $35. 

2. All rent reductions are retroactive to Feb. 1. 

3. All tenants are to receive one-year leases, guar- 


-anteeing the agreed rentals regardless of what happens to 


federal and state rent controls. 

4. “Security deposits” of $40 and ‘$50 paid. in to the 
Austin Realty Co. by the tenants are to be refunded im- 
mediately, or credited as payments on rent. | 

5. Eviction suits previously pressed by the land- 
lord against several of the tenants are to be dismissed. 

In addition, an oral stipulation guarantees repairs on 
the apartments for the duration.of the agreement. |
